“It looks like a bunch of guys are getting their hay 
crops up in fairly good shape, with the heat that 
we’ve had,” he said. / 

While heat hasn’t held back hay, it is the reason 
canola has struggled. 

“The heat has not been very good for the canola at 
the time of blooming and cereal crops like barley and 
wheat,” Kohut said. , • * \ 

The preference for producers is for the. thermome¬ 
ter to read no higher tHaM*&> degrees Celsius during 
blooming time, rather than temperatures that have 
reached over thirty degrees like the area has seen 
lately. 

“You’re getting a little bit of a burn on crops with 
that type of weather, but it’s part of the summer,” 
said Kohut. 

“In order to get the hay yield, it needs to be so dry.” 

Frustrations from Mother Nature also include the 
presence of hail. 

“A few hail storms have done a number on 
some crops,” said Kohut. 

“There was one northwest of Olds that

► Rent can now only increase once a year 

As of April 24, 2007, rent can only go up if there hasn’t been an 
increase in the previous 365 days. 

► A full year’s notice is required for condo 
conversions or major renovations 

If a landlord is ending a rental agreement to do major renovations 
on the property or convert it into condominiums, they must now 
give the tenant a full year’s notice. No rent increases are allowed 
during that year.

Crime fighting a 
community effort

Fighting crime in cities and 
small towns has always been 
about bringing communities 
together to make criminals 
unwelcome and to give people 
confidence to protect and work 
with their neighbours. 

With virtually every community in the province 
growing by leaps and bounds over the past few 
years, there has naturally been a rise in criminal 
activities. Sadly it seems with more people comes 
more crime. 

The provincial government has introduced a 
new crime fighting effort called SAFE 
Communities: Common Goals, Common Ground 
aimed at enhancing the ordinary peoples' contri¬ 
butions to safe and secure communities. The 
campaign includes calls for community members 
to discuss concerns and plan out strategies. 

Crime prevention is about taking an active part 
in the fight against crime, says Sundre-area MLA 
TV Lund. "It's about communities reducing their 
own risk and taking ownership of problems in the 
community. It's about neighbours, businesses, all 
levels of government and the police working 
together with the common goal of preventing 
crime and ensuring that residents are safe and 
secure. 

"It is a fact that when people know and care 
about each other there are lower crime rates 
because neighbours look out for one another and 
they can easily spot suspicious activity. Building 
safer communities starts by people getting 
together." 

The new SAFE Communities effort comes at 
the same time the provincial government is urg¬ 
ing the federal government to pass a number of 
current federal justice bills aimed at reducing 
crime and creating safe communities. 

Alberta Justice Minister Ron Stevens says he is 
in support of efforts to make all firearm-related 
crimes jail-time offences, imposing dangerous 
offender status on any convicted of a third per¬ 
sonal iryury offence, and toughening drunk driv¬ 
ing laws. 

"Canadians are deeply offended when those 
convicted of serious violent offences do not serve 
real jail time," said Stevens. "Parliament can 
demonstrate its commitment to Canadians by 
passing meaningful justice reforms." 

Wild Rose Conservative MP Myron Thompson 
says his government is committed to moving for¬ 
ward against gangs and organized crime. 

"I strongly urge the opposition to pass the out¬ 
standing pieces of legislation so that we can bet¬ 
ter protect our communities," said Thompson. 
With Alberta communities continuing to grow by 
leaps and bounds, the need to make meaningful 
inroads against crime has never been greater. 

A combination of community involvement, like 
that urged by the new SAFE Communities cam¬ 
paign, and real, concrete changes at the federal 
level is a recipe for a bright, safe and secure 
future for Alberta's villages, towns and big cities. 
All stakeholders should be encouraged to work 
together to achieve that goal.

Alberta’s prosperity transforms Canada’s economy

Economic power has shifted to the 
West, with Alberta playing a key role 
in this fundamental transformation of 
the Canadian economy. 

Even people outside the West have 
started to twig on this. It’s about 
time. 

In recent years, Alberta has led the 
country on most traditional economic 
measurements. 

Alberta’s rate of real economic 
growth was more than double the 
national rate in 2006. It accounted for 
30 per cent of Canada’s economic 
growth and 27 per cent of all new 
jobs—impressive for a province that 
has about 10 per cent of Canada’s 
total population. 

Last year, the gross domestic prod¬ 
uct (GDP) per capita was $68,600 
(current dollars)—$24,900 higher 
than Ontario and $31,600 higher than 
Quebec. 

But, the old adage “too much of a 
good thing” could be applied here. 

The Canada West Foundation says 
that another year of real growth 
approaching seven per cent is highly 
unlikely. Furthermore, growth rates 
of this magnitude are arguably detri¬ 
mental in the long-term, given the 
resulting strains on infrastructure, 
housing shortages, and environmen¬ 
tal degradation. 

Downshifting to a more sustainable 
rate of growth Ls not a bad thing at all. 

The good times will certainly go on. 


The Canada West Foundation is fore¬ 
casting real growth of 4.2 per cent for 
2007 and 3.9 per cent for 2008, which 
is nothing to sneeze at. 

Likely the province will continue to 
outperform the nation. 

However, rapid growth brings its 
own challenges. 

Businesses are dealing with cost 
pressures and acute labour shortages. 
Provincial and municipal govern¬ 
ments are struggling with an insa¬ 
tiable demand for infrastructure and 
public services. 

It’s easy to get complacent when 
times are good, but Alberta needs to 
set itself up to avoid the boom and 
bust cycles it has gone through in the 
past. 

Long-term economic stability and 
prosperity require a more diversified 
economy and less reliance on the tra¬ 
ditional energy sector. 

The time to take bold steps is now, 
when times are good. 

Albertans ought to do better than 
strive for more of the same. 

The Alberta government has taken 
positive steps on the diversification 
front. 

It established the Value-Added and 
Technology Commercialization Task 
Force to build on the province’s base 
of research activity, value-added and 
technology companies, and promote 
technology commercialization. 

It has used its resource wealth to 
create the Alberta Ingenuity Fund to 
support science and engineering 


research in areas that will enhance 
the economy. 

While these are encouraging, more 
aggressive action is needed. 

Development of Alberta’s oilsands 
has implications for the environment 
that cannot be ignored. 

Greenhouse gas emissions, water 
use and impact on the land are big 
issues. 

Global energy demand is not going 
down and oil and gas will continue to 
be vital energy sources for the fore¬ 
seeable future. But Alberta would be 
well advised to prepare for the time 
when hydrocarbons are not the only 
game in town by taking serious steps 
to become a world leader in energy 
conservation research and alternative 
energy development. 

The province’s recently-released 
Alberta’s Integrated Energy Vision 
addresses diversity of energy 
resources, innovation, and environ¬ 
mentally responsible energy develop¬ 
ment. 

The government has allocated $200 
million to the new Energy Innovation 
Fun to support energy development 
and environmental protection. 

These are encouraging develop¬ 
ments yet much more can and should 
be done. 

Alberta has the right spirit, the right 
people and the wealth to do great 
things. There is no better time than 
now.

development, which include business change of loca¬ 
tion, signs, daycare relocation, and renovations to the 
drugstore. 

The lone institutional development has been playing 
fields at the new high school. 

Industrial development, also a single unit, includes 
work on a storage building. 

A total of 88 permits have been applied for, to date. 

Gibson says it’s difficult to project how the second 
half of the year will fair. 

“The comparison of development in the first half of 
the year versus the 

second half cannot be lumped into a general conclu¬ 
sion,” she said. “Each year is different - the past two 
years, the first half and the second half were almost on 
par with each other; the year before that, the second 
half of the year was much busier than the first half of 
the year.” 

But there is no reason to think development will 
slow down, said Gibson. 

“We do not expect residential development to slow 
down; on the contrary, in addition to the current avail¬ 
able lots, as new subdivisions come on stream, contin¬ 
ued options will be available for potential builders." 

In 2006, the Town of Didsbury issued a total of 82 
housing starts and the total value of permits was 
$14,387,865.10.

The first half of 2007 has seen steady growth for 
Didsbury. 

According to Town of Didsbury Development Officer 
Alana Gibson, Didsbury’s total construction value for 
2007 edges last year’s numbers. 

So far, Didsbury has registered $10,647,490 in con¬ 
struction value, compared to . $8,531,724.00 the year 
before. 

However, residential permit rates are approximately 
the same, with 44 permits this year and 49 in 2006. 

“We are about on par with residential development in 
2007 as compared to 2006; however, between projects 
varying slightly and the increase in construction costs, 
the construction values recorded are slightly higher so 
far in 2007," said Gibson. 

This year’s residential permits include 29 single fam¬ 
ily dwellings, one four-plex and one townhouse. 

The four-plex and townhouse count as four and 11 
units respectively. 

Gibson says residential development has not been 
focused in one area of town; with work done in 
Valarosa, Silverstone Place, Kildeer Close, among oth¬ 
ers. 

So far, Didsbury has seen 12 units of commercial

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Community service changes 

FCSS board could be replaced

Pending council approval, a 
Community Services Board may soon 
replace the Didsbury FCSS board. 

Didsbury Town Council had a commit¬ 
tee meeting last week, to discuss the 
Community Services Board. 

Council directed administration to 
bring a request for council to authorize 
the change at the next council meeting 
August 21. 

Town Manager Roy Brown says it is 
anticipated that the change will pro¬ 
duce some positive results. 

“The Terms of Reference provided to 
the Community Services Board will be 
more specific so that the expectations 
of Council are clearer and more easily 
understood," said Brown. 

“The terms for the FCSS Board were 
quite vague, and as such, didn't provide 
the previous FCSS Board with a clear 
mandate." 

Brown says the new Community 
Services Board will combine a recre¬ 
ational component that councils feels 


will more closely align with their goals. 

“The CSB will also mandate that the 
Board have a greater variety of age 
demographics including having a senior 
representative and a representative 
from high school or college,” he said. 

“One of the key mandates of the board 
will be to develop strategies to hold 
groups who receive taxpayer dollars to 
be accountable for the funds they 
receive.” 

Community groups received a total of 
$74,566.23 in funding in 2006, according 
to a Didsbury Community Services 
Report presented to council July 3. 

FCSS revenues for 2006 were $92, 
343.68, and budgeted revenues for 2007 
were $113,720. 

Brown says community groups that 
receive funding will have to indicate 
what successes they achieved with the 
grants provided. 

Brown says, council has also directed 
administration to start requesting appli¬ 
cations from people interested in serv¬ 
ing on the board. 

Council is hoping to have the board 
active in September.

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Curling plan gets thumbs up from all 

Town , club strive for break-even solution

The Didsbury Curling Club executive board and 
Town of Didsbury Manager of Parks and Recreation 
Byron Sayer negotiated a new one year lease worth 
$34,807 between the club and the town, which was pre¬ 
sented for decision by council. 

“There weren’t a lot of mind-boggling changes," said 
Sayer. 

“It gets us back over the 60 per cent recovery rate. 
It’s where the town wants to be and where (the curling 
club) can stay alive." 

Sayer said the hope is for a better recovery rate 
where club administration keeps their costs down and 
brings their membership up. 

“We’re the only ones that fund curling in that way," 
said Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

“Right across the province, it’s unusual for a curling 


club not to break even.” 

Herman Epp of the Didsbury Curling Club said the 
has tried fundraising activities like selling calendars. 

“From a personal perspective, it’s important that we 
retain curling in Didsbury," said Councillor Stan 
Neufeld. “We need to make sure it’s successful. We 
have to communicate closely over the next year." 

Councillor Bob Davidson said he would personally 
do anything to lower costs to keep curling going if the 
curling club does everything it can to increase the 
money it takes in, like bonspiels. 

“I think if we have the facility and we kill all the 
things that use it, that’s doing our community a dis¬ 
service,” he said. 

Deputy Mayor Brian Wittal said he supports the one- 
year plan. 

“I think we have the right executive," he said. 

“There just needs to be a renewed interest. I am 
happy to see that we are going to work closer with the 


committee, so we know what’s going on." 

Didsbury Curling Club President Rick Phillips Junior 
said the executive will be looking at radio and newspa¬ 
per advertising, clinics for inexperienced curlers and a 
greater effort in attracting bonspiels.

It also states that a fire 
mast be maintained to a rea¬ 
sonable size, which would be 
under one metre both height 
and width, so the fire 
embers, sparks or dense 
smoke do not endanger any¬ 
one or caase a nuisance on 
any neighbouring properties. 

In addition, the bylaw 
would include: all built bar¬ 
becue areas must meet CSA 
requin*ments, a person may 
build, ignite or allow a fin* in 
a portable fire receptacle on 
a wooden deck with certain 
conditions.
